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DEAD MAN 
IN MURDER 
PROBE IS 
REVEALED 

Police issue public appeal for information

DETECTIVES investigating the 
death of a 53-year-old man found 
with serious head injuries at a 
house in Old Harlow have named 
the dead man as Stephen Case. 

Officers were sent to the property 
in The Hoo shortly after lam on 
Tuesday after paramedics answer¬ 
ing an emergency call reported that 
a man was unconscious. 

Mr Case was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where he died 
at 8.30am. A post mortem exam¬ 
ination proved inconclusive and 
further tests will be carried out to 
establish the cause of his death. 

A 49-year-old man was arrested 
at the scene on suspicion of murder 
and taken to Harlow police station 
for questioning. He was released on 
bail yesterday (Wednesday) until 
September 9 while the police invest¬ 
igation continues. 

In a tribute released through 
Essex Police, Mr Case’s family 
described him as a “fun, bubbly and 
fabulous man”. 

“We are really shocked and 
greatly saddened by the loss of our

dad, grandad and friend, especially 
in these circumstances,” the state¬ 
ment read. “He will be greatly 
missed.” 

Police cordoned off the property 
whilst forensic investigations took 
place and house-to-house inquiries 
were carried out. 

Investigation 

Within hours, detectives from the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime Dir¬ 
ectorate confirmed they had 
launched a murder investigation. 

Detective Inspector Morgan 
Cronin, who is heading up the 


investigation, said: “The victim 
was found unconscious but sadly 
died in hospital this morning. 

“We have made a number of 
inquiries and these will continue. I 
would ask that anybody who has 
any information that may help our 
investigation who has not already 
spoken to police to get in contact.” 

People living in the quiet res¬ 
idential area of the old town, which 
is close to Harlow Mill station, 
spoke of their shock. 

One neighbour told the Star: 
“This is a very nice area where 
nothing ever happens. There were 
two police cars, one in the front of 
the house and one in the road. 

“There were a couple of officers 
wandering about in the road.”

Support for crisis 
talks over shops 

Traders and shoppers back florist’s call for action

A CALL by Harlow’s longest serving 
trader for a crisis meeting to discuss 
the future of the town 
centre has won support 
from other retailers 
and shoppers. 

Florist Bernard 
Chapman, who runs a 
shop in West Walk, 
described the area as 
a disaster and said 
urgent action was 
necessary to address 
the crisis. 

The loss of Marks 
and Spencer and 
the imminent clos¬ 
ure of Robert Dyas 
has left traders in 
the The High feeling 
“neglected”, with the Water Gardens 
and out-of-town centres drawing cus¬ 
tomers away. 

Mr Chapman’s concerns, reported in 
last week’s Star, were echoed by other 
shop owners. 

Tina Higginson, who runs Flirt Stu¬ 


dios in West Walk, said: “If you paid our 
rates in The Water Gardens you 
wouldn’t mind, but not up here. It’s 
frustrating and you look outside and 
wonder what it’s for. 

Viola Pietrzak, owner of Nutricastle 
Supplements in West Gate, added: 

“The business rates are 
really high. Independ¬ 
ent shops like ours 
should be encouraged 
as, they bring excite¬ 
ment and variety.” 

Shoppers have taken to 
the Star’s Facebook page 
to support Mr Chapman’s 
call for a meeting. Liam 
Boylan wrote: “If that end 
was regenerated it would 
improve the whole town, 
especially Broad Walk. The 
last attempt at putting giant 
flowerpots just shows how 
inept and out of the touch the 
council and the politicians are.” 

Jessica Mary commented: “With the 
lack of decent shops it is becoming a 
food court rather than a shopping 
centre. Car parking is too expensive.” 

A council spokesperson said: “We 


recognise that parts of the town centre 
need serious investment and the coun¬ 
cil has set aside Elm to support the 
regeneration of the northern part. 

“We welcome the ElOm Harvey 
Centre investment which will provide a 
new cinema and restaurants and 
believe this demonstrates positive con¬ 
fidence town centre’s future. 

“Last year to revitalise the market 
the council expanded its market into 
the northern end of Broad Walk and 
this has worked well. The nature of 
town centres up and down the country 
are changing and Harlow Council is 
confident that it can work together 
with landowners and traders to bring 
regeneration and meet future growth 
and demands.” 

A spokesman from Addington Cap¬ 
ital, which owns and manages the Har¬ 
vey Centre, said the new cinema and 
restaurant plan would transform the 
centre. 

“We are committed to regenerating 
the Harvey Centre,” he added. “We 
believe this leisure complex will boost 
the local economy and encourage 
wider investment in the town as a 
whole.” 


Traffic to be 
diverted for 
five months 
during bridge 
replacement 

MOTORISTS driving between 
Harlow and Hoddesdon are being 
warned to expect months of 
delays because of roadworks at 
Dobbs Weir. 

The bridge connecting Dobbs 
Weir Road and Essex Road at the 
Fish and Eels pub will be closed 
for 21 weeks while contractors 
Ringway Jacobs, working for 
Essex County Council, replace 
the existing structure. 

The work is due to start on 
Monday, July 27. 

Traffic will be diverted via Sta¬ 
tion Road in Broxbourne, adding 
up to seven miles to journeys from 
Dobbs Weir to Hoddesdon. 

Work to replace the bridge has 
been in the pipeline for more than 
two years but has been delayed 
because planning permission was 
initially rejected. 

Negotiate 

Meetings have been held with 
neighbouring businesses and 
Nazeing and Roydon parish coun¬ 
cillors to negotiate the timing of 
the works. The Canals Trust 
expressed a preference for winter 
while local residents pressed for 
the summer when there would be 
fewer vehicles during the school 
holidays. 

The current bridge, which is 
only safe for carrying vehicles up 
to 7.5 tonnes but is regularly used 
by heavy goods vehicles and lor¬ 
ries, will be replaced with a metal, 
pre-stressed structure which will 
include access for pedestrians. 

Mark Pyatt, of the Dobbs Weir 
Residents’ Association said: “It is 
very old and takes a beating from 
the lorries.” 

He added: “People will have ter¬ 
rible journeys trying to get to 
school and to work.” 

It is estimated the new bridge 
will be ready for use by Monday, 
December 21.

Foodbank makes plea 
for help finding storage 

Charity will lose the use of existing warehouse to development

THE team behind Harlow Foodbank is 
calling on the community to help find 
the charity permanent storage space. 

Since it launched in 2009, the food- 
bank has been operating from a tem¬ 
porary space at the Lok’nStore 
building in Edinburgh Way, but 
redevelopment means it will not be 
available from the end of the year. 

Gary Knott, the foodbank’s director 
of community services, said: “We are 
looking out for a local community- 
focused company which who could 
help us with this provision so we are 
asking people to pass on this inform¬ 
ation to their work colleagues, friends 
and family.” 

He added: “Lok’nStore have been 
very supportive over the years and 
we’d like to thank them for that.” 

Figures released by the Trussel 
Trust, which has 445 foodbanks run in 
its name, show that a total of 3,781 
people received three days’ emergency 
food in Harlow in the past 12 months. 


Of these, 2,514 were adults and 
1,267 children. 

The figures show a three per cent 
rise in demand compared to the pre¬ 
vious financial year. 

Mr Knott added: “Last year local 
people donated more than 67 tonnes of 
non-perishable food to Harlow Food- 
bank, and more than 100 people volun¬ 
teered. 


“Local schools, businesses and faith 
groups have provide vital support to 
the foodbank, enabling us to give three 
days nutritionally-balanced food and 
support to people in crisis.” 

Over the past 12 months, 38 per cent 
of those who used the foodbank were 
referred as a result of benefit delays 
and some 14 per cent of referrals were 
people on low incomes. There was also 


a staggering 103 per cent increase in 
domestic violence referrals. 

Qualified teacher and mother-of-two 
Susan had to call on the services of the 
foodbank. 

“1 have an 18-month-old son and an 
eight-year-old stepson. 1 work part- 
time as a teacher and my husband has 
an insecure agency contract. There 
are times when he doesn’t get enough 
hours of work, and we really struggle 
to afford food and pay the bills.

“The foodbank meant we could put 
food on the table.” 

As well as providing emergency 
food, Harlow Foodbank provides 
essentials like toiletries and hygiene 
products. It also works with six 
primary schools in the town to provide 
breakfast clubs. 

Any new warehouse location will 
need to be more than 2,000 square feet 
and on the ground floor, with good 
access for food deliveries.

We must build 
council homes 

SIR The lack of decent homes is 
one of the country’s most serious 
social problems and Harlow is 
not exempt. Yet Conservative 
housing policy is almost 
guaranteed to make things 
worse.

Of 1.88 million 
sold since 1980, only 345,000 have 
been replaced. 

Furthermore a third of those 
sold are now in the hands of 
private landlords, with high 
rents often paid by housing 
benefit. 

Extending the right to buy to 
housing association tenants, as 
now proposed, will be even 
worse. It is questionable if it is 
even legal; the government does 
not own these properties and has 
no right to use taxpayers’ money 
to subsidise their sale at the 
expense of the community in 
general, including those in 
housing need. 

Housing associations exist to 
provide homes at reasonable cost 
for the many ordinary families 
who cannot get on the housing 
ladder any other way, not to 
implement policies which are no 
less than a bribe to encourage 
some people to vote Tory. 

Anyone in housing need, 
whose children are in housing 
need or who simply recognises 
these facts and about really 
solving our housing problems, 
must vote against this disastrous 
policy on May 7. 

Of course, the fundamental 
need is for a massive building 
programme including a majority 
of council houses for rent. And 


when they are built it must be 
recognised that they are a 
permanent community asset, not 
to be sold to recreate yet another 
housing problem in the future.

Money has no value in itself. 
Real wealth consists of goods and 
services that contribute to 
human wellbeing and the 
wherewithal to create more such 
goods and services. The basic 
inputs for this purpose are raw 
materials, energy and human 
skill and labour. 

The role of money is to control 
the distribution of these inputs 
and their outputs. It is created 
every time a bank makes a loan 
not covered by its deposits. And, 
of course, the quantitative easing 
by the Bank of England which 
rescued the banks after the 2008 
crash was simply electronic 
printing of money, made 
necessary by their profligate 
lending to financially unsound 
recipients. 

It should also be noted that the 
economic growth praised by 
Keith Bragg is largely the result 
of immigration increasing the 
size of the workforce, since GDP 
per capita, ie productivity, has 
not increased. 

On the question of petrol 


prices (Letters, April 23), there 
are wider issues than Guy 
Mitchinson’s journey to work 
and who imposed higher fuel 
taxes. It has been authoritively 
stated that 80 per cent of known 
fossil fuel reserves must stay in 
the ground if global temperature 
rise is to be limited to 2C - itself 
bad enough but more would be 
catastrophic. 

While it would no doubt be 
unpopular and may cause 
hardship for some individuals in 
the short term, energy policy at 
all levels must be focused on 
reducing demand for fossil fuels, 
not encouraging more use by 
reducing prices. 

Increasing energy efficiency 
in all spheres, a return to 
Harlow's original concept of a 
self-contained and balanced 
community for living and 
working and development of 
renewable energy - these are the 
real ways forward.

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Putting fitness 
to the test with 
marathon run 

Residents take on 26.2-mile challenge

HARLOW residents joined more 
than 38,000 runners and fun¬ 
draisers to take on the Virgin 
Money London Marathon on 
Sunday. 

PE teacher Kristina O’Hara 
completed the 26.2 mile course in 
a time of 3:55:45. 

The head of Physical Education 
at Harlow’s Burnt Mill Academy 
has been keen to run the race for a 
few years, but injury and being 
selected to play netball for Eng¬ 
land have so far stood in her way. 

Miss O’Hara hopes to raise 
£1,500 for deafblind charity 
Sense. 

She said: “Running for such a 
worthy charity gave me the drive, 
motivation and focus to train and 
be successful in the marathon. It 
was a great experience. I started 
out steady and maintained my 
pace throughout the race, with 
the fastest part of the course being 
my last two miles. The crowd were 
amazing and really pushed you 
through the tough miles." 

Inspiring slimmer Ritchie Par¬ 
rott took part in the marathon 
after losing list in just two 
years. 

The 45-year-old from Moorfield, 
Harlow, crossed the line in just 
under seven hours to help raise 
more than £12,000 for Cancer 
Research with a group of friends. 

His achievement seems even 
more remarkable considering in 
2012 he weighed in at 27.8 stone 

However, he still did not find 
the 26.2 mile marathon a walk in 
the park. 

“It was going well up until 
around 15 miles,” he said. 

“I felt like I’d had the stuffing 
knocked out of me at that point 
and I just found I didn’t have any 
energy left, I was drained. I don’t 
think I’m cut out for a marathon it 
is a very long way, but I am proud 
to have completed it as it is 
something I have always wanted 
to do.” 

Mr Parrott weight loss journey 
began in November 2012 when he 
began attending slimming world 
sessions. 

Steve Jack crossed the line at 



3:57:38. He wanted to raise 

£500 for Harlow homeless char¬ 
ity The Chocolate Run, but ended 
up raising more than £800. 

He said: “I loved every minute 
of the run. I saw Paula Radcliffe at 
around mile 13 for me and mile 22 
for her. It was a privilege and an 
inspiration to be following in her 
footsteps. 

“The spectators were great and 
really lifted me, especially over 
the last few miles when I was very 
tired. My time was 3:57:38, which 
I'm very pleased with. It was my 
first marathon, but probably not 
my last. I'll definitely be in the 
ballot for London next year. 

Former The Bishop’s Stortford 
High School student Ryan Lan- 
ham, 23, who finished in 4:19:40, 
was hoping to raise £1,800 for CRY 



(Cardiac Risk in the Young) in 
memory of two young women who 
died as a result of undiagnosed 
heart conditions. 

Four years ago, Ryan was the 
last person to see his Warwick 
University housemate, Hannah 
Pickering, before she went to 
sleep and tragically never woke 
up. And when he was at TBSHS, 
he was in the year below Caroline 
Johnstone, whose memory 
inspires music festival Cazfest. 

Debbie Bodhanya, a trustee of 
St Clare Hospice, finished in 
5:56:23. The former nurse was one 
of a team of 13 running in aid of 
the Hastingwood-based charity. 
She was inspired to sign up for 
her first marathon in memory of 
her father Gerry, who died in 
2003.

Driver’s five-year iie that ended in jaii 


A MOTORIST who spent more 
than five years lying to police 
after he was caught speeding on 
the Mil north of Harlow has been 
jailed after admitting perjury and 
perverting the course of justice. 

Ashley X - who changed his 
name by deed poll in 2006 - was 
filmed driving his Honda sports 
car at 67mph in a 50mph section of 
roadwork in December 2009. 

He ignored requests from Essex 
Police to confirm who was driving 
and then claimed it was his cousin 
who was at the wheel of the car. 

He spent the next five years 
fighting the case at six different 
courts before he finally he 
changed his plea when he 
appeared at Ipswich Crown Court 
on Thursday. 

The court was told he was ini¬ 
tially summonsed for speeding 


and for failing to produce driver 
details. After three magistrates 
court hearings - two at Harlow 
and one at Witham - he was found 
guilty of failing to provide driver 
details 

He then faked a letter claiming 
it was from the cousin who 
wanted to confirm it was him who 
had been driving. 

Two appeal hearings were held 
in 2011 but these were dismissed, 
after which X attempted to apply 
to the Appeal Court but this was 
also rejected. 

Undeterred, he then made an 
application at Ealing Magistrates 
Court in which he claimed he 
knew nothing about the Witham 
court hearing and in a declaration 
denied owning the sports car. 

This was investigated by police, 
who discovered that X’s cousin 


was a friend who never owned the 
car and denied writing the letter 
admitting he had been the driver. 
As a result X was charged with 
perjury. 

On Thursday judge Martyn 
Levett jailed X, from Ealing, for 
nine months for intending to per¬ 
vert the course of justice and five 
months for perjury, the sentences 
to be served concurrently. He was 
also ordered to pay costs of 
£ 1 , 200 . 

Speaking after the case, PC Roy 
Keyes of the Essex Police Casualty 
Reduction Team said: “Ashley X 
was determined to avoid paying 
the £60 fine and having three pen¬ 
alty points on his licence. 

“For five years he tried to deny 
the offence and committed two 
serious offences which ultimately 
led to him being sent to prison.” 
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Parish seeking 
legal advice on 
neighbourhood 
exclusion zone 

PARISH councillors in North 
Weald are seeking specialist 
legal advice after being told to 
exclude two parcels of land at 
Hastingwood from its 
neighbourhood plan. 

The parish council is 
challenging Epping Forest 
Council’s over its view that the 
two sites - Fatten Priory near 
the Mil roundabout and the 
Harlow Gateway site off the 
A414 London Road - should not 
be included in the plan as they 
remain strategic sites for 
possible development. 

Members attended a parish 
council meeting on Monday 
were shown a letter from 
planning consultants acting for 
developer which revealed the 
Fatten Priory site could be 
developed with more than 2,000 
homes along with a business 
park, community facilities, open 
spaces and recreational areas. 

But parish councillor Dick 
Spearman told the meeting: 
“Unless something is signed, 
sealed and virtually delivered 
it’s not a strategic site.” 

It was agreed that specialist 
advice should be sought to 
establish whether the district 
council has the right planning 
policies in place to say the areas 
can be excluded. 

The council is also responding 
to a letter from the district 
council and is giving planning 
officers until May 15 to reply.

A CROWDFUNDING campaign 
has been launched to raise £30,000 
to replace the 20-year-old seats in 
the Victoria Hall Theatre at Old 
Harlow. 

The campaign has been 
launched on website Indiegogo, 
where those who donate are given 
exclusive rewards for their sup¬ 
port. To access the money, the 
theatre needs to raise the full 
amount within 60 days. 

Theatre chairman Martin 
Colton said: “The 120 seats have 
been there for 20 years and they 
are falling apart, they are 
nowhere near the standard of 
comfort that any patron would 
expect. 

“Over the years we have re¬ 
upholstered and repaired the 
chairs as best we can, but sadly 
they have now surpassed any 
state of repair. 

“We close every year in August 
to get lots of people throughout 
the theatre together to give it a 
summer clean. This campaign is 
lasting for 60 days and we hope to 
install the seats over the summer 
break.” 

The campaign was launched on 
Thursday and has already raised 


£1,140. Anybody who pledges £20 
will receive the “heartfelt thanks” 
of the theatre and the purchase of 
one individual seat for £250 would 
be rewarded with a personalised 
name plaque. 

Victoria Hall is hoping the new 
seats will be a fitting way to mark 
their 20th anniversary after the 
hall was converted from a church 


in 1995 following the temporary 
closure of Harlow Playhouse. 

It is run completely by volun¬ 
teers, who help stage perform¬ 
ances most weeks of the year. 

Mr Colton added: “The theatre 
has given so much over the years 
and it's time to put in some effort 
to giving something back to the 
community. It's a place that I love 


and it’s all self-funded. 

“We are also trying to develop 
wheelchair access into the build¬ 
ing to make the theatre more 
accessible, as the current system 
is just not fair.”

We will 
miss her terribly.”

WITH just one week to go until the General Election, the Star has once 
again invited all seven of Harlow’s parliamentary candidates to address 
our readers on two more issues which have regularly featured in our 
letters pages since the last election. Last week we asked about the 
future of the town centre and locai train services. This week we turn our 
attention to GP services and the pressures facing the town’s charities. 


any people in Harlow 
have complained they are 
struggling to get a GP 
appointment How would 
you improve the current situation? 

■ ROBERT HALFON 

Due to being born with spastic diplegia I 
spent much of my childhood going to Great 
Ormond Street hospital seeing doctor after 
doctor. The NHS had a huge impact on my 
life and it is why 1 work hard to protect it 
and ensure residents get the best possible 
service. 

There are three ways to ensure better 
GP services: 

1. Increased investment. Whilst there 
are 9,000 more doctors and 7,000 extra 
nurses, David Cameron has stated that he 
will ensure the NHS gets an extra £8bn a 
year in investment by 2020. 

2. Increased GP hours. We need seven- 
day-a-week GP services. This is a 
Conservative commitment. Harlow GPs 
have already been guaranteed an extra 
£24m to allow for evening and weekend 
opening. 

3. Increased support for Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. Our local NHS had an 
extra £4m boost in 2014 and £5m in 2013 to 
help with our A&E. 

■ SUZY STRIDE 

1 surveyed hundreds of residents in Harlow 
last year and 1 was shocked to discover 
that half of the respondents couldn’t see 
their GP within 48 hours the last time they 
tried. 

That’s in line with national figures that 
show only 40 per cent of patients get an 
appointment within 48 hours. Under the 
last Labour government it was 80 per cent. 

Labour would guarantee a GP 
appointment within 48 hours for everyone 
that needs one. We’d also hire 8,000 more 
GPs to help with the problems of capacity 
and invest an additional £100m in to family 
doctors practices which could pay for an 
additional three million GP appointment a 
year. 

Unlike the Tories who haven’t said how 
they will pay for their plans meaning tax 
rises are likely to pay for them, all of our 
plans are fully costed and would not mean 
a single penny of extra borrowing. 

■ GEOFF SEEFF 

Something is very wrong when people 
requiring urgent medical attention cannot 
see their GP for days and are forced to turn 
to A&E, exacerbating its workload. 

Despite 8,000 additional doctors 
recruited since 2010, Harlow has one of the 
lowest GP/resident ratios in the country. 

The over-generous contract agreed by an 
inept Labour government increases GPs’ 
paperwork but offers no incentive to 
extend surgery hours. Liberal Democrats 
will introduce a Patient Premium, making 
available additional funding to attract GPs 
to areas most in need and encourage 
practices to collaborate to provide full 
evening and weekend services and enable 
consultation via email, video and protected 
websites. 

Equally important. Liberal Democrats 
want a healthy Harlow, minimising calls 
on GPs and hospitals. A substantial 
element of our extra annual £8bn to the 
NHS will be focused on improved 
preventative care; specifically, advice on 
dietary and exercise regimes, digital 
monitoring and screening. 

■ SAM STOPPLECAMP 

Ukip is set on protecting the National 
Health Service and investing an extra £3bn 
to safeguard it. 

The GP services are the frontline for 
health care and if we cannot support the 
them then the entire service will fail. 

Labour and the Conservatives will 
promise appointments 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week - another promise 
they will fail on. 

Ukip wants to change how medical 
staff are trained to give Britain a 
stronger basis for skilled staff. It will 
take time as there is no quick fix, but 
over time it is the only true solution. 

■ MURRAY SACKWILD 

Clearly the training and recruitment of 
more doctors is necessary, as well as a 
change in the current model of GP 
practices. 

GP surgeries are predominantly run as 
small businesses and therefore are 
insufficiently accountable to local people 
and government. We will introduce a new 
model of General Practice which will be 
based on practices being co-owned by 
patients and medical professionals in a 


multi-stakeholder co-operative model. This 
will enable professionals, patients and 
communities to be partners in provision of 
care. 

Sufficient safeguards and training of 
members would be put in place to ensure 
high quality decisions being made. 

Patients and staff will have a strong voice 
in the primary care provision in the 
practices and they will be directly 
accountable to each other. Primary care co¬ 
ops will be open to all potential patients to 
join and we will ensure that there are 
appropriate safeguards around 
membership, governance and provision. 

■ EDDY BUTLER 

The NHS has failed to train enough new 
doctors to keep pace with an expanding 
population which, due uncontrolled 
migration, has expanded by more than six 
million people. 

The overwhelming majority of these 
migrants are on very low wages and do not 
contribute to the Government’s tax 
income. Hence we have more people and 
less money to spend on vital services. 

Money can be saved from existing 
budgets to assist England’s NHS. 

Heath tourism, where foreign nationals 
come here for treatment, costs the NHS 
£2bn a year and we throw away £13bn to 
overseas dictators in our ridiculous aid 
budget. 

Under Labour the number of non¬ 
medical bureaucrats employed by the NHS 
soared to 51 per cent. There are more 
bureaucrats than medical staff. What’s 
more, the sickness and absentee rates of 
NHS bureaucrats is twice the national 
average. 

Get the sickness rates down, cut the 
bureaucracy and the money saved can be 
used to employ more GPs. 

■ DAVE BROWN 

The 2012 Health and Social Care Act meant 
an end to universal, state- provided NHS 
provision and an end to services that 
matter most. 

GPs now decide local patients’ priorities 
by making clinical commissioning groups 
responsible for selecting what services will 
or won’t be provided for their area. In fact 
40 per cent of GPs who sit on 
commissioning groups have been 
identified as having a conflict of interest. 

In reality, most GPs still have little or no 
involvement in the process - they simply 
don’t have the tim. Far from being in 
control, GPs are demoralised, overworked 
and powerless, and are retiring early or 
emigrating. 

The Royal College of General 
Practitioners estimates over 500 practices 
are threatened with closure.

any of Harlow’s charities 
are facing pressures and 
the threat of closure which 
is having an impact on 
people in the town. How would you 
safeguard the town’s charities? 

■ ROBERT HALFON 

One reason why Harlow is such a special 
place to live is the commitment residents 
have for our charities. From the 
Alzheimer’s Society to Streets2Homes to 
Harlow Talking Newspaper, there is 
something for everyone. 1 wear the 
Heart4Harlow badge with pride. 

For many years I’ve worked hard to 
support our charities and helped raise 
thousands of pounds. 1 was hugely 
honoured to be asked to be a patron of St 
Clare Hospice and receive a Pact for 
Autism award for my work and 
commitment. 

To safeguard our charities, 1 would do 
the following; 

1. Continue to pro-actively support 
funding from outside bodies like Essex 
County Council, such as the £76k given to 
local charities reported by the Star last 
week. 

2. Work hard and regularly visit our 
charities to help their own fund-raising 
initiatives. 

3. Carry on ensuring that Harlow 
charities have a voice in Parliament and 
their needs are represented to government. 

■ SUZY STRIDE 

1 speak a lot to local charities and I’m 
acutely aware of the pressure on them. 1 
think there’s three areas we need to look at 
to try and help. 

Firstly, regulation has increased on 
small charities and it needs to be 
streamlined. We’d make the reporting 
requirements clearer and less onerous and 
commission a study to look at the effect of 
auto-enrolment on the sector (1 know many 
are worried about this). 

Secondly, the relationship with 
government and local authorities needs to 
be enhanced. Labour will allow 
government departments to reserve 
specific contracts for social enterprises 
and not for profits so that charities and 
social enterprises are not in a bidding war 
with private companies with bigger 
reserves. 

We also need to improve the 
relationship with Local Enterprise 
Partnerships and we will revive the 
voluntary agreement that outlines the 
relationship between public and 
voluntary sectors. 

Thirdly, on funding, we’ll look to work 


with funders to strengthen grant funding 
and many of the measures outlined above 
have positive implications for charities’ 
finances. 

■ GEOFF SEEFF 

1 stand in awe of the work and generosity 
of spirit of Harlow charities’ staff, 
volunteers and donors. Many needy people 
are reliant on them and they deserve our 
support. 

As a former charity chairman, 1 am 
aware of the difficulties in attracting 
funds. Securing grants for a particular 
project is one thing; it is another to ensure 
funds are available for long-term 
sustainability. 

Compact agreements with the local 
authority and donors must be honoured on 
both sides. It is also incumbent on trustees 
to curtail excessive remuneration to senior 
executives. 

Charities have been adversely affected 
by David Cameron’s Lobbying Act which 
prevents them making representations on 
their cause to ministers. This is ridiculous 
and Liberal Democrats have pressed for 
this restriction to be waived. 

Our policies on charities are set out 
fully in the Yellow Book On The Voluntary 
Sector, a publication endorsed by ACEVO 
and CAE 

■ SAM STOPPLECAMP 

1 run a charity and 1 know firsthand the 
impact of cuts. 1 also know the true value 
of those services. 

We need to set our priorities and 
lobby every level of government to 
protect these services. 

Ukip is the only party that wants to 
focus on red tape and reduce bureaucracy 
in government. Instead of spending more 
on management and red tape we can spend 
money on charities that can provide the 
local people the true local support they 
need. 

For both questions we must use common 
sense to focus on the frontline of our 
community. 

The others will continue to focus on 
their political doctrine of ages past, so do 
we look forward with Ukip or revert to 
tried and tested methods that have failed 
for years?

The Green Party values the incredible 
work done by charities, many with 
volunteer workforces. Unfortunately in a 
period of enforced austerity people are less 
likely to donate to charities. 

With a boosted economyas part of our 
anti-austerity policies, we would see people 
able to contribute more readily to our local 
charities again. 


Our proposed introduction of Citizens 
Income will provide everyone with a level 
of economic security. This will put more 
people in a position to make choices 
between paid work and volunteering or a 
combination of both and should lead to an 
increase in voluntary work. 

Additionally, charities that support 
individuals in the community - e.g. those 
that support mental health, the elderly or 
those with disabilities - should not be 
under constant threat re the financial 
viability of premises and provision. 
Legislation should be introduced to allow 
such charities reasonable and realistic 
rents, supported by local businesses where 
possible.

This country has an enviable reputation 
for charitable giving but 1 believe that the 
charity regime in this country needs a 
shake-up. 

This is particularly important at a time 
of austerity when inevitably people have 
less money to give. There is a proliferation 
of similar charities; this duplication leads 
to considerable wastage in terms of their 
administration. 

The Government gives significant relief 
to charities but could do more but only if 
they are rationalised and in many 
instances merged. Charitable status 
should not be available to non-British 
cultural or educational bodies or ones 
outside of our Judaeo-Christian religious 
traditions. Giving support to these diverse 
groups merely perpetuates division in our 
society. If people wish to engage in such 
expressions and activities then they 
should not be subsidised by the state. 

Streamlining our charity regime would 
enable local and central government 
support to be targeted more effectively 
towards helping the deserving charities 
which could make all the difference in 
their valuable work. 

■ DAVE BROWN 

Poverty and suffering are both 
unacceptable and unnecessary. Many 
councils invest in charity-run food banks 
and crisis services as a result of 
devastating welfare cuts, rocketing food 
and energy prices, pay freezes, job losses 
and benefit cuts. 

All the other parties are willing to 
direct more of our residents to these 
limited services rather than stand up and 
fight against savage attacks on ordinary 
people.

THE battle to win Harlow at the General Election 
intensified during the past week when the Con¬ 
servative and Labour candidates brought in some of 
their big guns to support their campaigns. 

Robert Halfon welcomed Conservative heavy¬ 
weight Eric Pickles on Saturday and was joined by 
Economic Secretary to the Treasury Andrea Lead¬ 
som on Monday. 

Meanwhile Suzy Stride teamed up with Labour 
MPs Stephen Timms and Gavin Shuker as she looks 
to win back the seat which her party lost at the last 
election in 2010. 

Communities secretary Eric Pickles, who last 
visited the town in February to mark the start of 
building work at the former Nortel site in London 
Road as part of the Harlow Enter prize Zone project, 
chatted to shoppers in Broad Walk as he joined Mr 
Halfon and his supporters on the campaign trail. 

Mrs Leadsom championed the Conservatives’ 
plans for the economy after she was shown around 
Tiara’s Toning Tables at The Stow where customers 
use exercise machines for therapy, weight loss and 
fitness. 

“Tiara’s is fantastic,” she said. “It has been lovely 
to talk to people who were saying they have been 


helped by their service.” 

Turing her attention back to the election, she said: 
“We have turned a corner with the economy. Infla¬ 
tion is at zero per cent and now we want to see 
businesses paying people more. Our minimum wage 
will be higher than Labour’s by 2020. 

“Robert has done such a great job in campaigning 
to keep the cost of living down. The Conservatives 
will hold a whole scale review of business rates to 


help high street shops.”

Labour is promising to lower university tuition 
fees, promote apprenticeships and introduce its 
flagship job guarantee programme. 

Ms Stride said: “It was great to have Stephen 
Timms with us at Passmores’ own General Election 
and it was good to see Labour get the victory.

Top of 
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Bug survey fuels 
fears over pest 
control services 


Increasing insect infestation indicated

FEARS that spending cuts could 
spark an explosion in the UK pest 
population have been voiced by 
industry experts. 

New figures reveal the number 
of local authorities who provide a 
free pest control service has 
declined by 26 per cent over the 
past four years. 

A survey carried out by the 
British Pest Control Association 
using the Freedom of Information 
Act shows Harlow Council in 
266th position in a league table of 
409. 

The figures for 2013-2014 show 
there were 3.72 call-outs per 1,000 
head of population. The biggest 
problem reported to the council 
was wasps (128), followed by rats 
(81), mice (41), bedbugs (21) and 
cockroaches (2), with 32 under the 
heading “other insects”. 

According to its website, Har¬ 
low Council offers pest control 
treatments for residential prop¬ 
erties for infestations of wasps, 
mice, rats, fleas. Pharaoh ants, 
bedbugs and cockroaches. 


It charges £50 for treating 
wasps, mice, rats and fleas, with a 
concession charge of £11.50 for 
people on benefits. There is no 
charge for treating bedbugs. 
Pharaoh ants and cockroaches. 

The BPCA, the- industry's lead¬ 
ing trade body, is warning that 
has the potential to prompt a sig¬ 
nificant increase in pests includ¬ 
ing rats and bedbugs. 

Chief executive Simon Forres¬ 
ter said: “Four years of austerity 
measures have left local author¬ 
ities under immense pressure to 
come up with savings and a num¬ 
ber of public services have been 
cut as a result. 

“A growing number of author¬ 
ities who once provided pest con¬ 
trol free of charge have either 
introduced charges or done away 
with their service altogether in a 
bid to balance the books. 

“That has already had a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the pest pop¬ 
ulation because numbers are 
higher than ever and, if cuts con¬ 
tinue, the problem is likely to get 
much worse. It’s posing a big risk 
to public health and we’re wor¬ 
ried that short-term budget cuts 


will result in higher overall costs 
down the line.” 

A total of 679,110 pest treat¬ 
ments were carried out by UK 
local authorities in 2010/11 but 
that figure dropped to 501,595 in 
2013/14. The number of author¬ 
ities offering a pest control ser¬ 
vice - either in-house or sub¬ 
contracted - declined by four per 
cent last year alone. 

The BPCA says the policy has 
created big problems, particu¬ 
larly in low-income areas. 

“The cost of professional treat¬ 
ments, either through the local 
authority or the private sector, 
can be prohibitive when people 
are struggling to make ends 
meet,” said Mr Forrester. “But if 
residents try to deal with issues 
themselves or bring in unqual¬ 
ified controllers because they’re 
cheap, infestations can quickly 
get out of hand.” 

The annual BPCA survey iden¬ 
tified the areas of Britain most 
affected by pests in the last year. 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne City Coun¬ 
cil dealt with 6,246 issues at a rate 
of 50.42 per 1,000 residents - the 
highest in Britain.

PASSENGERS passing through 
Stansted Airport can now tuck 
into celebrity chef Janies Mar¬ 
tin’s granny’s carrot cake. 

The family favourite is one of 
the treats on offer at the Saturday 
Kitchen host’s first foray into air¬ 
port catering. 

James Martin Kitchen - a 
bakery offering fresh farm 
ingredients - was officially 
launched on Monday by the 42- 
year-old chef, along with 11 other 
outlets which are part of the 
second phase of an £80m project to 
revamp the terminal. 

Mr Martin has spent the past 
two years developing the concept, 
including how to stop his 
granny’s cake from crumbling. 
After 30 years in the restaurant 
business, the bakery was a new 
challenge and he was determined 
not to compromise quality for 
volume with a commitment to 
“great food, great service and a 
great customer experience”. 

“We wanted something with a 
wow factor and 1 believe we’ve got 
it,” he said. “It’s something very 
unique. 

“You cannot fob people off any 
more with poor-quality food, you 
have to up your game. Give people 
something they’re not expecting 
and exceed their expectations - 
and you do that by care and tons of 
research beforehand.” 

It is a philosophy embraced by 
each of his new rivals in the 
departures area. Competition was 
cut-throat, with 70 tenders for just 
a dozen restaurant, cafe and bar 
units. 

Beth Brewster, Manchester Air¬ 
ports Group’s retail director who 
has been driving the revamp, said: 
“When we set about announcing 
details of this major transform¬ 
ation to the retail industry we 
knew we were about to work on 


something of major significance, 
but not even 1 anticipated the buzz 
of excitement it would create 
amongst the industry. 

“Narrowing down the strong 
competition to deliver a menu 
that provided a wide variety of 
choice based on taste, appetite 
and budget for our passengers is 
one of the best headaches I’ve ever 
dealt with. 

“With many airport firsts, 
brand new concepts and the first 
celebrity chef appearance for 
Stansted, this really has been an 
exciting development. It’s one I’m 
very proud to be part of and we 
look forward to announcing our 
partners for phase three of this 
development in the not-too-dis- 
tant future.” 

Other new arrivals include the 
first Starbucks Evenings which 
serves a menu of hot dishes and 
sharing plates, the high-end Halo 
fizz bar offering English spark¬ 
ling wines and finest cham¬ 
pagnes, Coast to Coast which 
brings an all-American dining 
experience to a UK airport for the 
first time and the family-friendly 
eatery Giraffe with a Caribbean 


theme. 

The centrepiece of the food hall 
is J D Wetherspoon’s brand new 
Windmill pub, a £2.7m investment 
with a windmill centrepiece that 
rises through the bar to a new 
mezzanine level overlooking the 
airfield. 

Stansted’s managing director 
Andrew Harrison said: “Every 
single partner has gone out of 
their way to make their outlet the 
best it can be and that’s great for 
the airport.” 

The work to increase the depar¬ 
ture lounge in size by 60 per cent 
and add 70 per cent more seating 
has been carried out as Stansted 
experiences rapid growth, with 
almost 21m passengers now using 
the terminal each year. 

MAG chief executive Charlie 
Cornish said: “When MAG 
acquired Stansted we set a clear 
vision to transform the terminal 
and improve its facilities.

Disco night tribute 
to town’s DJ legend 

Family share memories of king of the spinners

THE life of popular Harlow nightclub D J 
Pepe Herod, who has died at the age of 
68, will be celebrated at a special tribute 
disco next month. 

This week family and friends have 
been sharing their memories of the fath- 
er-of-nine, who passed away after a short 
battle with cancer. 

He leaves loving wife, Mary, and chil¬ 
dren Marie-Louise, 47, Marie-Ange- 
lique, 46, Marie-Claude, 42, Adam, 40, 
Claire-Louise, 38, Jean-Pierre, 36, Aiden, 
34 and Louis, 29, as well as 19 grand¬ 
children and two great-grandchildren. 
His son Ange-Francois died in 2005 at 
the age of 34. 

Born in St Lucia, Mr Herod moved to 
London in 1965 in search of a better life. 
He had a short career as a model and 
dancer, most notably featuring on the 
BBC show Ready Steady Go, before mov¬ 
ing to Harlow in 1969, first to Fern Hill 
and then to Milwards. 

Daughter Marie-Louise said this 
week: “[He was] a positive father in 
everything he dealt with. I always 
turned to him and nothing was ever a 
problem. He was taken too soon, we are 
devastated.” 

Mr Herod, who started as a DJ at a 
youth club in the late 1960s, was best 
known for his performances at the 
town’s nightclubs, most notably the Bird 
Cage, which became Tiffanys, where he

had a regular slot, in the 1980s and ’90s. 
He continued DJ-ing until his retire¬ 
ment at the turn of the century but 
continued to play the occasional set at 
special occasions and was also an enter¬ 
tainer at Saturday morning pictures. 

In later years he worked as a doorman 
and a driver and also helped with Har¬ 
low’s Streets2Homes charity. 

Son Aiden, who is also pursuing an 
interest in music, said his dad “played 
music before anybody else” and had a 
reputation as a “pioneering influence”. 

Daughter Claire-Louise added: “His 
taste was different to what was felt at the 
time. It was a wide variety of stuff that 


he played. 

“Everyone knew who we were because 
of Dad. Even if we did something in 
London word would get back to him, that 
was the recognition he had. He had an 
influence over the whole Harlow 
scene.” 

Daughter Marie-Claude said: “He was 
a loving father, a real family man. He 
loved family gatherings but also to cook 
and spend time with us. He was always 
there for us and would never let us 
down.” 

Mr Herod, who was a karate black 
belt, had a comprehensive knowledge of 
music and was one of only a handful of 
DJs who played soul, funk and jazz 
music. Life-long friend Les Knott, 62, 
described him as a phenomenon. 

“People used to queue all night for his 
music. Pepe was a really friendly guy 
who would always talk to you and he 
would do anything for you. He would 
always help you out. 

“His funeral will be massive, so many 
people are going to be coming. We’re 
hoping to get 300-400 along to the tribute 
event [at Paringdon Sports Club on May 
30] and it will be a big, big night. 

“Everybody is helping out for nothing 
and all the proceeds from the £5 entry fee 
will go towards the family and a plaque 
or road sign to commemorate him.” 

A funeral service will take place at 
Holy Cross Church at noon today 
(Thursday), followed by interment at 
Parndon Wood Cemetery.

report these crimes and see them 
through to the court. 

“1 want to make sure that Essex 
Police employs only the bravest 
and the best and if anyone has 
concerns about the conduct or 
behaviour of any of my officers or 
staff 1 would urge them to report it 
to us on 101.” 

County police and crime com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston added: 
“The vast majority of Essex Police 
officers behave with exceptional 
professionalism and a genuine 
spirit of public service keeping 
our communities safe, day in, day 
out. They deserve our respect and 
gratitude. 

“However, when officers are 
found by our courts to have com¬ 
mitted serious offences, it is right 
that a police disciplinary process 
takes place as quickly as possible. 
In the cases of Hodder and Tilley, 
the officers have been dismissed 
with immediate effect. They will 
be placed on the national College 
of Policing Disapproved Register, 
meaning they can no longer serve 
as police officers. 

“Chief Constable Kavanagh 
continues to show strong lead¬ 
ership, and the public should be 
reassured that serious miscon¬ 
duct has no place in our police 
force and will not be tolerated.” 


A SENIOR police officer who once 
served in Harlow has been dis¬ 
missed from the force following a 
fast track hearing after he admit¬ 
ted making indecent images of 
children.

hearings to be carried out by 
Essex Police in more than four 
years.

Space telescope is a 


superstar of science 


TWENTY-five years ago the Hubble 
Space Telescope was sent into 
orbit around the Earth. 

It was launched from a 
space shuttle on April 
24, 1990 and is now 
considered to be one 
of the most 
successful and 
long-lasting 
science missions. 

During the 
past 25 years the 
information it 
has sent back has 
changed the way 
the scientists 
think the universe 
was formed. 

Hubble has been 
taking pictures of 
planets, stars and galaxies 
- some billions and billions 
of miles away - a during its 97- 
minute orbit 340 miles above the 
surface of the planet. 

The telescope, which was named after 


the American 


astronomer Edwin Hubble, is the 
length of a large school bus 
and weighs about the same 
as two fully grown 
African elephants. 
“This is 1970s 
technology but it is 
still the most 
powerful 
scientific 
instrument in 
the world,” said 
one astronomer. 

Of course it 
cannot keep 
going for ever 
and as the years 
progress it will 
slowly degrade to 
the point at which 
the telescope stops 
working. 

But until that happens 
scientists will continue to 
study the data it sends back, 
including stunning images that show the 
universe in all its glory.

MOLLY'S top tips 
for prom season 



t this very moment 
I’m feeling annoyed 
with myself. I have 
lost something, 
which I wanted to 
share with you as evidence, 
(and I know I’ve mentioned 
this before), but what I was 
trying to find was a 
newspaper cutting, reporting 
on how ‘Disco Mollie’ was 
bringing American-style 
proms to Essex - 28 years ago. 

I’ve searched high and low 
to find this picture, so I can 
get a pat on the back, 
recognition and all that, but in 
hindsight it’s probably best I 
haven’t found it, after all this 
makes me responsible for 
breaking lots of parents’ bank 
account! 

Many girls will be getting 
very excited around now as 
prom season beckons, and so 
they should do - when else do 
you get a chance to dress up as 
Cinderella apart from your 
wedding day? 

Of course there is pressure 
of getting the hair and 
make-up right which is where 
once again your Fairy 
Godmother, aka Molly, has 
come up with ten tips to help 
you look fit for the ball.

AVENGERS meet 


F THERE was any doubt about Marvel films being a big 
deal, it’s dispelled at the European press conference for 
Avengers: Age Of Ultron. 

Held in the swanky surrounds of the Corinthia Hotel 
ballroom just off Whitehall, it is the busiest press conference 
I’ve been to. They’re putting in extra seats just before the film’s 
stars arrive and there are journalists, who have flown in from 
around Europe, crammed along the sides and back of the room. 

There’s such a buzz because a new Marvel film, especially an 
Avengers film, is a serious proposition. Joss Whedon’s first 
instalment in this particular franchise, released in 2012, took a 
tidy £1.5 billion at the global box office. Not only did it receive 
a big thumbs up from audiences, the critics loved it too, 
praising Whedon’s winning blend of spectacular action, 
interesting characters, crackling dialogue and self-deprecating 
humour. 

As a result, there are a lot of expectation heaped on Age Of 
Ultron. It’s a darker, more complex film with a bigger cast of 
characters to bring together. A daunting prospect perhaps for 
Whedon who both wrote and directed the sequel, and he’s 
admitted the process has been exhausting. 

Still, he’s in good spirits as he meets the media as are the 
stars, Robert Downey Jr, Chris Evans, Mark Ruffalo, Scarlett 
Johansson, Elizabeth Olsen, Aaron Taylor-Johnson and Paul 
Bettany with plenty of jokes and banter flying around. 

First of all, the actors told us what they were most excited 
about when it came to making the film and it was very clear 
that this is a bunch of people who really like working together. 
Or as Jeremy Renner, who plays Hawkeye, joked: “1 get excited 
about hanging out with these degenerates.” 

Mark Ruffalo, who plays Bruce Banner and his alter-ego The 
Hulk, said: “Probably coming back to this world and seeing 
where these crazy people that we’re playing are headed and 
knowing that Joss is going to take us there and into his own 
twisted psyche. 

Never one to miss an opportunity to have a dig at the 
perception people have of him, Robert Downey Jr (Tony 
Stark/Iron Man) shared his most exciting moment while 
making the film: “Probably my first costume fitting, me 
surrounded by many full-length mirrors,” 

Chris Evans, aka Captain America, was a little more ‘on 
message’ and summed up the camaraderie that there is on set: 
“Marvel does a great job of bringing a lot of people together, 
not just in front of the camera but behind the camera so 
coming back together it’s like a family, a lot of familiar faces, 
it’s like a high school reunion.” 

For Scarlett Johansson, the Black Widow, it’s all about 
finding out what the story is going to be 

“1 get most excited about reading Joss’s script because it’s 
the big pay-off after a long wait and also all of the [cover] 
letters with the script.” She said. “They’re so delightful and 
self-deprecating.” 

In Avengers: Age Of Ultron, as well as facing the menace of 
an artificially intelligent robot accidentally created by Stark 
and Banner that is out to kill them, the Avengers also get to 
explore their characters a bit more, particularly Johansson 
whose Black Widow is a spy amid a macho world of 
super-powered beings.

“What’s great about playing this character is she’s based in 
something deep 1 could hold onto, she’s grounded and very 
real,” she explains.

THRILLER: FROM RUSSIA WITH LOVE ITV4, Saturday, May 2, 8pm 

Everyone, as they say, has their favourite James Bond - 
typically the one you grew up with. All of them have their 
champions, and their merits (although Roger Moore’s may be 
hard for some of us to put our finger on). But when it comes to 
the films themselves - which is the best - the case is far more 
clear-cut. There are only two candidates (OK, three if you 
include the impressive but oddly unBond-like Skyfall). 

Goldfinger, the third in the series, perfected the formula; it was 
what all subsequent Bond movies tried, and failed, to live up to. 
But From Russia With Love is an even better film. 

It’s hard to imagine, but in 1963 it was by no means clear that 
James Bond would become a world-conquering franchise. The 
excellent Dr No had been a hit, and there was plenty of source 
material available, but a dud follow-up could have finished 
things then and there.

Mulligan shines through the grime 


A RECENT re-release of John Schlesinger's 1967 
version of Far From The Madding Crowd provided 
a timely reminder of the raw emotional power of 
Thomas Hardy's late 19th-century novel and Julie 
Christie's luminous portrayal of spirited heroine, 
Bathsheba Everdene. 

Danish director Thomas Vinterberg brings a 
delicate touch to this handsome new incarnation, 
which runs 50 minutes shorter than its 
predecessor and is undernourished as a 
consequence. 

One tragic supporting character, who should 
shatter our hearts to smithereens, is reduced to a 
simplistic two-dimensional plot device, and the 
heroine's vacillations between three potential 
suitors seem more haphazard than usual in a 
noticeably rushed final act. 

Moreover, one of these paramours has 
significantly more screen time, so her choice is 
inevitable. 

Feelings are tightly buttoned beneath Janet 
Patterson's splendid costumes and when one of the 
characters does eventually lose control and

commits a fatal "crime of passion" at a Christmas 
party, we're just as surprised by the outburst as the 
film's ducky social set. 

The film opens in 1870 with Bathsheba (Carey 
Mulligan) living with her aunt Mrs Hurst on the 
adjacent property to handsome sheep farmer. 


Gabriel Oak (Matthias Schoenaerts). 

She rebuffs his heartfelt advances, telling a 
crestfallen Gabriel, "I don't want a husband. I don't 
want to be some man's property". 

Soon after, Bathsheba inherits her uncle's vast 
estate and defies expectation to turn around the 
ailing farm, aided by her companion Liddy 
(Jessica Barden). 

Gabriel, who has fallen on hard times, is hired 
by Bathsheba as the estate's shepherd and 
continues to pine for her from afar. 

Meanwhile, emotionally repressed and wealthy 
farmer William Boldwood (Michael Sheen) makes 
his feelings for Bathsheba known, but her head is 
turned by dashing and reckless Sergeant Troy 
(Tom Sturridge), whose heart was broken at the 
altar by servant girl Fanny (Juno Temple). 

These three suitors leave Bathsheba in an 
emotional whirl and when Boldwood offers her 
financial security as his bride, she turns to 
brooding Gabriel for advice. 

"I need some who's objective, indifferent," Fanny 


tells the shepherd. 

"Then I'm afraid you're asking the wrong man," 
pointedly responds Gabriel. 

Anchored by Mulligan's nuanced performance. 
Far From The Madding Crowd is a visually 
arresting, but ultimately anaemic portrait of rural 
desires. 

Schoenaerts wrestles in vain with a West 
Country accent, while Sheen and Sturridge have 
limited screen time to match fond memories of 
Peter Finch and Terence Stamp in respective roles 
in the 1967 film. 

While Vinterberg's vision, filmed on location in 
pastoral Dorset, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire, lacks emotional heft, it packs a 
mighty visual punch thanks to cinematographer 
Charlotte Bruus Christensen. 

Rolling landscapes look invitingly wild and 
untamed, bathed largely in natural light, and the 
nascent beauty of leading lady Mulligan shines 
through the artfully composed muck and grime.

The Nissan Juke is 
wilfully weird but it's 
hit a nerve with British 
buyers who love the 
thing. Andy Enright 
takes a look at the 
updated version 


k y most accepted rules 
of vehicle marketing, 
this shouldn’t happen. 

■ For a car with as 
divisive a look as the Nissan 
Juke to rack up such huge sales 
would suggest that those who 
love it really love it. 


The usual template is for the 
big sellers in a range to be 
conservatively-styled while the 
niche models on the periphery 
are ones that car manufacturers 
can afford to take the odd risk 
with. Perhaps the Juke was 
originally destined to be an 
outlier but went mainstream. 
Whatever, it’s here, it’s hard to 
ignore and it’s been updated to 
keep buyers interested. 


What is most amazing about 
the Juke is that a company the 
size of Nissan could build it. 

The usual procedure is for a 
maverick designer to come up 
with just such a concept only for 
octogenarian company heads to 
shelve it, for customer clinics to 
reject it or for marketing 
pressure to water it down. 


Somehow, the Juke survived 
all of these potential trapdoors 


and remains singularly the most 
distinctive family car on sale 
today. 

Though the existing HOPS 1.5- 
litre dCi diesel continues 
unchanged, there’s otherwise 
quite a bit of change to report 
beneath the Juke’s stubby 
bonnet when it comes to the 
pair of petrol powerplants on 
offer: one is new to the Juke and 
the other extensively revised. 

The 1.2-litre DIG-T petrol 
engine, developed in 
conjunction with partners 
Renault, replaces the original 
model’s aging 1.6-litre unit and 
features turbocharging and 
direct injection to deliver 115ps 
and 190Nm of torque. 

Despite its modest size, this 
1197CC turbo four packs a real 
punch, offering sharper 
acceleration and greater torque 
than the old 1.6-litre naturally- 
aspirated motor. 

The popular 1.6 DlG-T turbo 
petrol unit has been further 
improved to deliver lower end 
torque below 2,000rpm. 
Producing 190PS, this is 
available in both front and all¬ 


wheel drive versions. Go for an 
all-wheel drive variant and you 
have the option to specify the 
Xtronic transmission gearbox, 
which further improves fuel 
efficiency and acceleration. 

The Juke’s elevated stance but 
diminutive overall length 
doesn’t promise a stellar driving 
experience, but as the last model 
proved, within a few yards 
you’ll realise that this is a fun 
car to hustle about. 

Nissan Dynamic Control 
helps here; an advanced driver 
control system giving the choice 
of three different driving modes. 
Normal, Sport or Eco, along 
with instant driving 
information and vehicle setting 
controls. The torque vectoring 
system on the latest all-wheel 
drive model incorporates 
technology that Nissan initially 
used to such devastating effect 
on their GT-R supercar-slayer. 

Yes, the Juke does still look 
like either something dredged 
up from the abyssal depths of 
the ocean or a fun, friendly and 
futuristic little runabout, 
depending on your perspective. 


Whichever camp you’re in, 
you have to hand it to Nissan for 
not losing its resolve and 
watering this version down. At 
the front, the upper lamps have 
been redesigned and now 
incorporate bi-intensity LED 
daytime running lamps, while 
the headlamps now have Xenon 
bulbs for better visibility. 

Door mirrors get LED 
indicators and, where fitted, 
cameras for the Around View 
Monitor. Bumpers, tail lights, 
alloy wheels and available 
colours have all been tweaked. 

The Sunlight Yellow metallic 
is sure to be popular with those 
who resolutely refuse to blend 
in. Nissan also offers coloured 
inserts which can be applied to 
the mirror caps, side sills, roof 
spoiler and door handles in 
order to further personalise the 
exterior. 

That motorbike-style central 
console continues inside and 
features such as the console, 
door trims and other elements 
can be individually coloured 
red, white, black or even bright 
yellow. 


Changes have also been made 
to the shape of the luggage bay 
in two-wheel drive models to 
boost luggage space by an 
impressive 40 per cent, taking 
the overall capacity to a 
respectable 354 litres. 

Versatility is further 
enhanced with flat folding rear 
seat, making it easier to load 
large objects, while the 
inclusion of a two-stage floor in 
the luggage area makes the 
space even more flexible. 

Rival manufacturers were left 
scratching their heads when 
Nissan started selling Jukes 
from around £13,000. To put into 
perspective quite how good the 
value proposition is here, 
consider the fact that you can 
now buy a 1.2-litre turbocharged 
Juke for less than the price of a 
1.0-litre Ford Fiesta. 

It’s not as if the Juke is 
lacking in equipment either. 
Standard on all models are LED 
daytime running lamps, a CD 
radio with an AUX-in socket, a 
gear-shift indicator and a tyre 
pressure monitor. The Visia 1.5 
dCi and 1.6-litre DIG-T versions 


add alloy wheels, manual air 
conditioning, a drive computer 
and driver seat height 
adjustment. 

Go for the Acenta trim and 
you receive front fog lights, 17- 
inch alloy wheels, automatic air 
conditioning, remote audio 
controls, Bluetooth connectivity 
for phone and audio streaming, 
cruise control and a speed 
limiter, along with the Nissan 
Dynamic Control System and 
chrome interior touches. It’s no 
wonder this model is so popular. 

Tekna models add power 
folding door mirrors, light and 
rain sensors, the ‘i-Key’ with 
start/stop package and the 
latest NissanConnect with rear¬ 
view parking/reversing camera, 
around vew monitor and safety 
shield. 

NissanConnect now offers 
smartphone connectivity 
through a 5.8in colour touch 
screen. The sat nav system 
integrates with Google to give 
information that ranges from 
weather forecasts to the location 
of fuel stations, hotels and 
restaurants.

Browne makes big 
opening statement 


Opener wants to follow 
path of Gooch and Cook

NICK BROWNE says he would 
love to follow in the footsteps of 
some of the great Essex openers 
from the past. 

The 24-year-old has made an 
impressive start to the new 
domestic season, scoring hun¬ 
dreds in both innings of the 
warm-up match with Cardiff Uni¬ 
versity before going on to score 11 
and 25 against Kent and setting a 
new career best with his fourth 
first-class ton against Surrey. 

And after scoring 143 in Essex’s 
first innings in this week’s drawn 
match at the Oval, Browne says he 
is using the glorious careers of 
former Essex opener Graham 
Gooch and England captain 
Alastair Cook as something to 
spur him on. 

“It gives you so much inspir¬ 
ation when you think of players 
like Graham Gooch and Alastair 
Cook, who are both legends in the 
game and for Essex,” he said. 

Footsteps 

“I have no doubts that Alastair 
will finish as England’s highest- 
ever run-scorer and hopefully I 
can follow in their footsteps. 

“I have spoken to Alastair in 
pre-season about batting for a 
long time and he said about being 
calm and patient, and I am trying 
to take on that as much as I can.” 

Browne, who counts Cook and 
current England star Gary Bal- 
lance among his favourite players 
to watch, says he is feeling con¬ 
fident after his start to the new 
campaign, but says he has to stay 
focused to continue his rich vein 
of form. 

“It is a cliche, but you do just 
have to take it one ball at a time,” 
he said. 

“For me, it is about batting 
minutes and balls and going from 
there. 

“It is human nature when you 


know that you are close to a 50 or a 
100 that you start thinking about 
it, but I am just going out there 
and trying to bat for as long as I 
can. 

“I am feeling confident. I had a 
good pre-season and my game 
plan is very well suited to first- 
class cricket. 

“And I feel that I am scoring 
runs on different wickets too, 
whether they be green wick¬ 
ets or good wickets and, 
for me, it is about cash¬ 
ing in on the good 
wickets and scoring 
big.” 

Meanwhile, 

Browne also 
paid tribute to 
his batting 
partners at the 
Oval, with Jaik 
Mickleburgh 
backing up his 
display against 
Kent with a 
solid 61 and tal¬ 
ented teen 
Daniel 

Lawrence play¬ 
ing some nice 
strokes on his way 
to a maiden century (161). 

“Jaik has had a brilliant pre¬ 
season,” said Browne. “He is hit¬ 
ting the ball nicely and [Kent skip¬ 
per] Rob Key said the same last 
week, and it is hard to get praise 
from him. 

“But Jaik did play well on a 
tough wicket and he got his 
reward here with a solid 60, 
although he might feel he could 
have gone on and got more. 

“And Daniel is a very talented 
player. He is still learning, but if 
he carries on like he is, he will 
score a lot of first-class runs. 

“For me, it is good to be playing 
that left-handed/right-handed 
combination up top. It can knock 
the bowlers off their lines a bit 
and we try to rotate the strike as 
often as we can.”

WIN’S Just 
short for 
Colombia 

HARLOW Athletic Club member 
Will Marklew secured a brilliant 
victory in the decathlon at the 
invitation-only World Youth 
Championships qualifier in 
Somerset. 

Will, 16, was competing in only 
his second season in combined 
events. He missed out on the 
qualifying amount needed to 
represent Great Britain at the 
lAAF World Youth Champs in 
Cali, Colombia in July. 

The qualifying standard is 
6800 points, but Will finished 
with 6531 in the U18 competition 
at the Somerset Schools 
Combined Events 
Championships at Street. 

He still has another chance to 
reach this amount at the end of 
May at the England U20 
Championships at Bedford. 

Will ran a personal best (PB) 
time of 11.77s in his first 
competitive 100m. 

He quickly followed this with a 
respectable 6.13m in the long 
jump and 13.18m in the shot put. 

Heavy rain did not deter him 
in the high jump as he leapt 
1.81m, 4cm short of his PB in 
difficult and wet conditions. 

The final event of the day 
came at 6.30pm after a very long 
and extremely wet afternoon. 
Will stormed home in his heat of 
the 400m in a PB of 53.75s, a good 
10m ahead of his nearest rival. 

Day two started with a 16.5s 
run in the 110m hurdles. 

Again, this was Will’s first 
time over this distance and one 
of his weaker disciplines. 

Discus followed and a PB 
throw of 40.96m saw Will move 
into fourth position in the 
overall standings. 

Handful of lessons 

After just a handful of lessons. 
Will had to tackle the pole vault. 
He managed a PB of 3.10m, 
surpassing his expectations. 

Will’s strongest event and one 
that he could also qualify as an 
individual competitor at the 
World Champs, the javelin, 
followed. 

Will delivered a massive throw 
of 64.89m, just over 5m short of 
the qualifying standard for GB 
and another PB for the athlete. 

He threw more than 12m 
further than anyone else in the 
competition. 

The final event of the day and 
often the one most dreaded by 
the now very weary competitors, 
the 1500m, saw the teenager 
needing a time of sub 4.40 to 
achieve 6500 points and first 
place in the competition overall. 

Once again. Will stormed 
home, smashing his previous PB 
of 4.44 by more than nine 
seconds in an amazing time of 
4.35, to win the race and the 
competition, ahead of some very 
talented decathletes. 

Will said: “I always set the bar 
very high for myself and hope to 
improve on my previous 
performances in every single 
event every time I compete, so I 
was a bit disappointed with 
some of my performances this 
weekend as I know I can do 
better. 

“I know what I need to work 
on for the next competition and 
will just train even harder to get 
the 6800 points that I need for 
selection, but it was wonderful to 
break 6500 points and to win my 
first ever decathlon against some 
really talented athletes.” 
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Solomon up 
to third in UK 

SIXTEEN-year-old Canaan 
Solomon moved to third in the 
U17 boys UK rankings for 800m 
after another top performance. 

Representing his club 
Woodford & Essex Ladies AC in 
the Southern League last 
Saturday, the Mark Hall student 
won the men's 800m by more 
than the home straight, clocking 
Imin 55.3sec which boosted his 
UK ranking.

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
was the first to pay tribute to 
champions Needham Market as 
his side missed out on the title in 
heartbreaking circumstances.

Neil rises to challenge 
as club’s in the genes 

Town’s new skipper is looking for promotion in 2015

THE Gladwin name is synonym¬ 
ous with Stort, or its new name, 
Harlow Town Cricket Club, span¬ 
ning five decades. 

So it will be with a relish and 
huge pride that Neil Gladwin 
takes to the field for his first game 
as Harlow Town captain when 
their Shepherd Neame Essex 
League (SNEL) Division Two pro¬ 
motion quest gets off the ground 
on Saturday May 9 at home to 
Wickford. 

Wicketkeeper-batsman Neil 
started his career at Stort, before 
spells at Sawbridgeworth and Saf¬ 
fron Walden. 

The Walden team he graced 
during the 2000s was arguably one 
of the best in the South East, 
reaching national finals and win¬ 
ning Premier Division titles. 

The Gladwin association with 
the Ash Tree Field club in Eliza¬ 
beth Way began back in 1975 when 
Neil’s father Martin started play¬ 
ing for the club. 

Remained strong 

The association has remained 
strong and even now Martyn is 
club president and Neil’s brother 
Jason is second team captain. 

Neil, who has played for Hert¬ 
fordshire and the Essex second 
team, returned to his roots at the 
start of last season, playing a key 
role in the first team’s promotion 
from the SNEL Division Three 
when they were pipped for the 
title on the final day of a thrilling 
season. 

He won’t don the gloves this 
term due to the outstanding form 
of Pat Yates. 

Neil says the team will cer¬ 
tainly not be resting on its laurels 
or aiming for mid-table 
mediocrity - promotion is the sole 
objective. 

“Having achieved our aim of 
promotion last year, we will set 
our aims at exactly the same 
again. I always believe that you 


need to set your expectations as 
high as possible, then if you don’t 
quite meet them, you’ve still been 
successful,” he said. 

“Recruitment is always diffi¬ 
cult at club level, especially when 
the club has taken, quite rightly 
in my opinion, the stance not to go 
down the paid players route. 

“A number of players 


approached have all enquired 
about how much I can offer them, 
these conversations have been 
pretty short. This has been the 
frustrating part.” 

Gladwin’s vice-captain is his 
long-standing friend and col¬ 
league Joe Holland, also previ¬ 
ously skipper of both 
Sawbridgeworth and Saffron 
Walden. 

Neil can see echoes of the suc¬ 
cessful Walden side that he 
skippered on two occasions after a 
successful spell playing in South 
Africa. 

He helped Walden to the SNEL 
Premier Division title for three 
years running - 2003, 2004 and 
2005. 

They also won the National 
Club competition in 2002, defeat¬ 
ing the cream of English club 
cricket. 

They won the final at Edgba- 
ston by beating a Barnt Green 
side which contained former Test 
player and left arm spinner 
Richard Illingworth. 

He said: “There were eight play¬ 
ers who were home grown or club 
stalwarts of that 2002 Saffron 
Walden National Cup-winning 
side. 

“The current Harlow Town first 
team have at least eight players 
who have come through their 
ranks or have been there for a 


great number of years. 

“This transforms into a great 
passion and desire from the play¬ 
ers towards the club. I saw, felt and 
became part of that ingrained pas¬ 
sion whilst at Saffron Walden and 
I can see it in the Harlow Town 
players.” 

The captain had huge words of 
praise for Town wicket-keeper Pat 
Yates, and claims he is the best 
glovesmen in the SNEL. 

“Rarely in club cricket do you 
see somebody who could play at a 
much, much higher level. It was 
the first time I’d seen Pat keep 
wicket over a period of time last 
year and I've never seen anybody 
better,” he enthused. 

“Some of his performances 
wouldn’t look out of place if they 
were on the Test match I’m watch¬ 
ing. 

Quick reflexes 

“Wicket-keepers rarely get the 
adulation they deserve, but Pat 
deserves it all. Soft hands, good 
feet and quick reflexes. Not many 
better.” 

The skipper is expecting anoth¬ 
er mountain of runs from veteran 
batsman Ramya Upadyaya. 

“He has consistently been the 
first XI’s leading run scorer and 
wicket taker and will once again 
be a crucial member,” Neil said. 

“Two more spinners make up 


our ‘squad’ of bowling, Ronnie 
Yates with his tall left arm guile 
and Shaun Alderson with his 
skiddier right arm offies leaves us 
with an excellent variety of 
options. 

“The batting which on paper is 
our strength, needs to find more 
‘stars’ this year. 

“A powerful top six showed 
good consistency, with all players 
recording matchwinning scores, 
good averages and top ten cumu¬ 
lative aggregates for the league, 
but I want to see some of the guys 
dominate. 

“All of our top six, Shiraz Ali, 
Ashley Alderson, Joe Holland, 
Ramya Upadyaya, Pat Yates and 
myself have the ability to be that 
star, I want to see this happen.” 

There are a number of players 
who are in the mix for selection. 
Charlie Coleman and Scott Aider- 
son will be pushing to make the 
step up to the first team. Simon 
Rowell was the leading wicket 
taker in the second team last year 
and will be banging on the door 
once again to earn promotion. 

Neil added: “I’m looking for¬ 
ward to this season, we have 
everything in the right place and 
most importantly with have a 
keen club.” 

The club holds practice nights 
on Wednesdays at 6pm and wel¬ 
come newcomers. 


HARLOW Town skipper Neil 
Gladwin is convinced his 
predecessor has a crucial role to 
play this season. 

Ashley Alderson (pictured 
above) stepped down as captain 
after leading the side to 
promotion from Shepherd 
Neame Essex League Division 
Three last season. 

A long-standing back injury 
means Alderson will not be 
bowling either, but Gladwin is 
sure the experienced batsman 
will play a major role in their 
fight for a second successive 
promotion. 

“After a fantastic season for 
the entire club last year, it was 
disappointing to see Ashley 
Alderson stand down as 
captain,” bemoaned Gladwin. 

“He has been nurturing a 
chronic back problem for a 
number of years and was told by 
the doctor at the end of the 
season that he needed to give up 
bowling if he wanted to prolong 
his sporting activities. 

“Due to this he took the 
decision to concentrate on 
cementing his place in the first 
team as a top order batter and 
didn’t believe he could justify his 
selection at the start of the 
season. 

Belief 

“This belief is entirely 
unjustified as he has a rare 
ability to take games away from 
opposition in a matter of overs.”
